Herr yon 
Simons ‘sought. to explain his position. 
The key to the coal situation in Germany, 
he argued, lay in the hands of the miners.

Without food they would, not work, and 
all the treaties in history would not pro- 
duce an additional sack of coal from the 
mines unless the miners could be induced 
to increase their output. More food must 
be provided for the German miners before 
any increase could be made in the delivery 
of coal. Herr von Simons also pleaded 
the coming plebiscite in Upper Silesia. 
Instead of getting coal; he said, the 
Silesian miners were spending their time 
in talking polities. To improve matters 
in that region, therefore, the plebiscite 
must be either abandoned or put. into 
effect at once. The Allies listened, but 
were not convinced. The conference was 
suspended. | 

Herr von Simons neglected to mention 
the real cause ‘of his country’s recal- 
citranee in regard-to coal. He said nothing 
of Herr Hugo Stinnes. This interesting’ 
gentleman seems to control most of -Ger- 
many's forests, ships, newspapers, and 
coal mines, By some means or other he 
seems to have; gained the confidence ‘of the 
German coal-miners. He declared recently 
that, whether the German Government 
signed or did not sign the coal agreement, 
he would prevent its fulfilment, and went 
so far as to threaten a general minérs’ 
strike. He is supported in Germany not 
only by his own newspapers, but, to a 
certain extent, even by. papers like 
Vorwdrts.~ Circumstances are | playing, 
or seem to be playing, into his 
hand, and Hugo Stinnes knows how to 
take full advantage of them.’ He has 
instructed Herr yon Simons to stick to 
his guns on the coal question, we are 
inclined to suspect that the present situa- 
tion in Poland provides the key to his 
policy. Within a few days the Bolsheviks 
could overrun Poland and concentrate 
their “Red” armies on the German 
frontier. Germany's Spartacists—at Herr 
Stinnes’s instigation—would greet them 
as Kamaraden, and mock Soviets would 
be staged in various German towns. In 
such circumstances Herr Stinnes probably 
thinks that the Allies would be seized by 
panic, They would. forget coal, repara- 
tions—everything, .except. the danger of 
“Red ” bridgeheads on the Rhine. They 
would implore the Germans to banish the 
Bolsheviks. They would encourage the 
recruiting of a large German Army. In 
brief, they would do precisely what Herr 
Stinnes. wants. them to do. 

Herr Stinnes is wrong, but he is play- 
ing for big ‘stakes, and will go to any 
lengths to gain his end. How can the 
Allies thwart-him?. As has happened on 
more than one occasion recently, the mili- 
tary chiefs—including this time an 
Italian—have been summoned to Spa. 
Clearly, the occupation of the Ruhr valley 
is being contemplated, but Herr Stinnes 
avers that he does not care. The Allies 
can. occupy the Ruhr, he says, but they 
cannot make the German miners hew coal. 
That is his first point. His second is that 
Great Britain cannot afford the soldiers. 
India, Mesopotamia, Asia Minor, and 
Ireland, he believes, need all our avail- 
able forces. Of course, there is France 
to be considered, but Herr Stinnes knows 
that the French Government wants to send 
troops to help -the Poles against the Bol- 
sheviks, and that, without Great Britain’s 
active aid, it could hardly extend its 
engagements. He is staking everything 
on the chance that the Allies are 
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debt. His plan is absurd. Tf he has the 
slightest knowledge of Irish affairs he 
‘must “know .

If they were prepared to agree to 
this, well, but, if not, the Labour Party would 
have to consider whether they mast use ther 
power against the power of the landowners and 
farmers, and so eventually arrive at an equili- 
brium, The farmers were obsessed with tha 
idea that landholding is a divine jrerogative, 
because they had somewhere in a safo some 
musty title deeds, or money locked up in a bank, 
and so long as that continued nothing could be

Mr. Pitapatrick inquired if Mr. Johnsca would 
concede the farmers’ right to interest on their 
capital at-current market rates. and to equitable 
remuneration as managers of their farms.

Railway Rates. 


For the last two days the British Rates 
Advisory Committee has been engaged in 
considering schemes to make the railways 
self-supporting. It is expected that a new 
scale of charges will come into operation 
on August Ist. If the Government accepts 
the companies’ figures, the country will 
get an unpleasant shock. The Superin- 
tendent of the South-Eastern. and Chat- 
ham Railway, who spoke for all the com- 
panies, told the Committee that they. pro- 
posed to raise two-fifths of the new 
revenue from passenger traffic, thus in. 
creasing fares by a further 334 per. cent. 
That would make the cost of travelling 
exactly twice what it was in 1914. In 
other words, third. class fares would be | 
at the rate of twopence pen mile. It was 
also proposed to advance the. price of 
season and traders’ tickets by 100. per cent, 
on’ the pre-war, rates, and to double the 
charge for workmen's tickets.”

The offi- 
cia] view is that the scheme would not involve 
very much delay to private building for which 
a licence was granted. The licence could be 
confirmed by the local representative of the 
Ministry without reference to Whitehall, for 
the local official would be able to say at once 
if there was surplus labour in his 
shat required by the local authorities. 


FURTHER » SUBSIDY—CONCESSIONS TO 
RIVATE BUILDERS. 
The Béidh Me houses has led the Government 
to offer further inducements to private builders 
te erect houses. A few months ago the subsidy 
ayable by the Government to 74 person 
Puiiding a house was increased by £100, making 
the total subsidy £260 in respect of houses con- 
taining two living rooms and three or four bed- 
rooms; £240 in respect of hohses containing one 
living room and three bedrooms, and £250 in 
re st of houses containing one living room 
two bedrooms. . Two important conditions 
ai attached to the payment of the grant— 
the first was that the plans for the ot me 
should be submitted to the local authority 
fore 30th June, 1920, and the eecond that the 
building. of the houses should be finished by 
23rd December, 1920. The Ministry of Health 
now announces that it has been found that these 
dates are not suitable for application to the 
erection of houses which might otherwise be 
built under the stimulus of the subsidy, and the 
Government has decided to introduce legislation 
to extend the periods for one year. This meats 
that the oabindy will be paid in respect of 
houses for which plans are submitted before 
June, 1921, and buildings completed before De- 
cember, 1921, unless the delay is due to causes 
over which the person constructing the house 
has no control. But in no case can more than 
four months’ extension be allowed for complet- 
ing the building. But it is aleo expressly stated 
that it is not proposed that the aggregate 
amount of £15,000,000 authorised by .Parlia- 
ment for grants shall be increased.  Buikders 
who desire to participate in the subsidy will, 
therefore, find it to their advantage not to 
delay proceeding with their schemes. The Local 
Government Board desire to direct the attention 
of builders and others interested to the fact 
that these grants are available to private 
persons building small houses for themselves, 
and that the sums mentioned above are not 
loans but free grants. There is no restriction 
upon the disposal of the houses, which may be 
sold or let without restriction as to price or 
rent. The detailed conditions as to planning 
and construction may be obtained from the 
Secretary, Housing Committee, Local Goverp- 
ment Board, Dublin.

Considerable public iníerest has been shown in 
the new dwellings at t Clontarf Garden Fe 
tate on Victoria road, where the houses are being 
erected on the Orion system of construction by 
the Ryan Manovfactoring and Construction Co., 
Ltd. Plans for forty houses have been lodmred. 
Two have been completed, and twelve are in course 
of construction. The Local Government Board 
has approved of the Or‘on system of construction 
for full grants under the subsidy scheme, and 
for use by local autherities promoting housing 
schemes. The novel feature of the houses is the 
formation of the walls, which are built of Orion 
blocks, the invention of Mr. John Ryan, Manag- 
ine Director of the company. These are made in 
moulds on the site of a composition of plaste? of 
Paris and fibre. The interior walls are bailt en- 
tirely of Orion blecks, but the blocks forming the 
outer walls are covered with felt and expanded 
metal, and are finished with one and a half inches 
of concrete. The foundations are of reinforced 
concrete, and the floors are finished in a warm- 
coloured special composition. in the two-storeyed 
houses steel beams support the upper floors, which 
are of wood. .The roofs are covered with red poil- 
late slates, which are light in substance, but 
proneanced by experts to be darable. The Orion 
blocks were put.through a series of tests by Mr. 
Pierce FPF. * Purcell, Professor of Engineering 
at University Collece, Dublin, who reported that- 
he considered the wall to be constracted of them 
of ample strength, and that generally the invention 
meant that a lone and definite step had been 
taken towards the solution, of the housing problem.
